Under the rules fixed by the state executive commit- 
tee the candidate receiving the plurality of the popular 
vote in a county—that is, the largest vote of any of the 
three candidates—will be entitled to ‘twice the number of 
nominating votes that the county has representatives in 
the lower-house of the general assembly. 

The following table indicates the number of nominat- 
ing votes credited to the respective counties, and the can- 
didates for whom they will be cast, as appears from the 
unofficial returns received up to the hour of publication. 

Elsewhere in The Constitution will be found the de- 
tailed county reports, except from such counties as are 
included in this table by authority of direct information 
by wire or telephone from our county seat correspondents 
who, in consolidating the county returns, simply an- 
nounce the way the county went, without giving details.

M'NAMARA MADE BOAST 


He Claimed to Have Hundreds 
of Thousands of Dollars and 
Labor Federation Behind 
Him—This Changed Mc- 
Manigal and He Confessed. 


Los Angeles, Cal., December 7.—‘“I've 
got hundreds of thousands of dollars 
and the American Federation of Labor 
back of me. It took only $30,000 to 
clear Vincent Altman, of Chicago, and 
if they could not convict him, they 
can’t convict me.” 

This boast, attributed today by De- 
tective Malcolm McLaren to James B, 
McN@mara as the latter was being 
taken on a train from Detroit to Chi- 
cago on the night of April 12 last, 
caused Ortie E. McManigal, then also 
under arrest, to become angered with 
McNamara for his independent state- 
ment, and was the first circumstances | 
that led McMahigal to break from his 
companion, and eventually to confess 
to his connection with various dyna- 
miting explosions throughout the coun- 


try. 

McManigal’s real confession had been 
saved for the trials of James B, and 
John J. McNamara, but this evidence, 
as well as that which had been gath- 
ered by the state, was turned over to- 
day to the government. 

Grand Jury Heard McManigal’s Story. 

The federal grand jury heard Mc- 
Manigal’s story all day and will hear 
more of it tomorrow, laying the foun- 
dations for the probe into the alleged 
dynamite conspiracies that extendéd 
from coast to coast in the last three 
years, The McNamaras were not 
brought before the federal*grand jury 
and it may be that McManigal’s story 
will be regarded as sufficient, and the 
other two will be taken to San Quen- 
tin without interrogation here. 

Details of what McManigal knows of 
the alleged conspiracy were given to 
the grand jury today, That‘his story 
implicates other men in the Interna- 
thonal Association of Bridge and Struc- 
tural Iron Workers became known 
through various sources, 

McManigal alleges that persons other 
than John J. McNamara, the. secretary 
and treasurer, paid him for the twenty 
“jobs” of dynamiting which he says he 
accomplished since 1907. 

The story of McManigal, who has not 
yet been brought 6 trial, will be of 
great value to the government, and 
the state will not try him until the 
federal authorities are through. 

“McManigal to Be Freed. 

Even then, it was stated tonight on 
good authority, District Attorney 
Fredericks will recommend -his dis- 
charge. 

Malcolm McLaren, the _ detective 
who arrested J. B. McNamara and Mc- 
Manigal, and who has been in close 
co-operation with Oscar Lawler, pros- 
ecutor of the government investigation, 
stayed outside the grand jury cham- 
ber today. waiting for McManigal. 
While thus waiting, McLaren gave a 
version, new in tmportant details, of 
the evidence and circumstances which 
led upto the arrest of McManigal 
with McNamara im Detroit, and how 
the thoughtlessness of James B. Mc- 
Namara on the journey from Detroit 
to Chicago gave the detective ground 
for persuading McManigal to. confess. 

The statements of McNamara were 
made, according te MeLaren, in the 
presence of Detectives Guy Biddinger 
and William Reed of Chicagq Raymond 
Burns, son of W. J. Burns, and Mc- 
Laren. 

McLaren gave the dates, hours and 
places of his shadowing of McMani- 
gal for a long period. When eh con- 
fronted McManigal with the knowledge 
he had thus gained, the dynamiter de- 
cided to break from his companions 
and tell all he knew, 


“About the 7th or 8th of April last,” 
McLaren said, “I picked up McManigal 
in his home in Chicago. He had just 
arrived from Springfield, ass., where 
he later said he had blown up the 
municipal tower. He had stopped in 
Indianapolis and, he said later, obtain- 
ed $400 from J. J. McNamara for the 
Springfield job and one at Milwaukee. 

“We shadowed him the next day as 
he went downtown with his wife to 
the Hibernian bank. McManigal] then

“McManigal! left home carrying a suit 
ease and I took a train with him to 
Toledo. When we arriveg in Toledo 
James B. McNamara was waiting for 
McManigal at the station and they sat 
down in the station and talked. Mc- 
Maniga] pulled out a map, which I saw 
was of Detroit as I passed them, They 
went to the Myerhoff hotel, J. B. regis-

G. Foster. 


Afraid to Risk Arrest, 


“Il had received instructions to ar- 
rest J. B. as soon as I had locgted him, 
but as the police in Toledo were not 
in sympathy with us, we were afraid 
to risk an arrest there and determined 
to follow them to the next place,. 

“The next morning McManigal left 
their hotel with J. B. McNamara. Mc- 
Manigal had a suit case and at the 
station J. B. got a small grip from the 
check stand. They bought tickets for 
Detroit. McManigal and McNamara 
sat five seats ahead of us in the same 
day coach. 

“We reached Detroit at noon and 
made the arrest there. We-took them 
to the depot, buying tickets for 
Chicago. 

“J. B, kept shouting about being 
‘kidnaped’ and finally attracteg the at- 
tention of some police officers, so we 
all had to g@ back to the police sta- 
tion. The rest of the afternoon we 
worked hard trying to get them away 
and finally McManigal, who had his 
money in Chicago, persuaded McNama- 
ra they would be better off in his 
home town and J. B. signed a waiver 
to proceedings in Detroit. 

“We left on the night of April 12 in 
a drawing room. In.answer to queries 
we said they were ‘a couple of yeggs’ 
whom we hag taken for safe-cracking. 

Paid By. “Man Upstairs,” 


“Later on James B, resented that 
remark, which he overheard, and said 
to us that he had never blown up a 
safe or robbed one in his life, ang that 
every dollar hag been paid to him by 
the ‘man upstairs.” He got a bit 
talkative and said: 

‘I'm another Vincent Altman. It 
took $30,000 to clear him, and [ve got 
hundreds of thousands ef dollars and 
the American Federation of Labor 
back of me.

Out here we have taken 
him out nearly every day and have 
written down the new things he re- 
membered, until today we know all 
that he possibly could recall, His 
gtory gave us clews to work up other 
ends of the case. We ran down all 
hints and in every way his story was 
corroborated.” 

McManigal’s. story, it is believed, 
will form the basis for any indict- 
ments returned, but as the only per- 
sons who could be indicted would be 
those who could be shown to have 
been implicated in conspiracies within 
the jurisdiction of the court, or to 
have transported dynamite u lawfully 
to points within that jurisdiction, it 
is said that the investigation can ex- 
tend only to the explosion at the 
Llewellyn Iron Works and The Times.

BUSINESS IN U. S. 
HAS STEADY GAIN 


According to Comptroller's An- 
nual Report Based on Bank- 
ing Operations. 


Washington, December 7.—The gen- 
eral business of the country, as re- 
flected in banking operations, was 
“quite satisfactory” during the yeaf 
ending October 31 last, * according to 
the annual report of Lawrence O. Mur- 


ray, comptroller of the currency, sub- |}, 


mitted to congress today, Mr. Murray 
records a steady growth in the volume 
of business and the establishment of 
some high records in this connection. 
He points out, however, that while 
augmenting some of the important ele- 
ments of banking during the year, bus- 
iness did not reach the average of in- 
crease for the past ten years. 

The comptroller makes the startling 
declaration “that the dishonest prac- 
tice by officers of national banks of 
receiving personal compensation for 
loans made by the bank is a growing 
evil and has already reached. such pro- 
portions as to cali for criminal legis- 
lation on the subject.” 

“In this manner,” he adds, “either 
the bank is defrauded of lawful intér- 
est which it would otherwise receive, 
or usurious interest is exacted of a 
borrower by a corrupt officer. A se- 
eret reward to the officers is some- 
times a deliberate bribe for obtaining 
a ‘loan on insufficient security.’ ”’ 

Mr. Murray urges that the taking of 
money or other valuables in this con- 
nection by a bank officer be made an 
offense punishable by imprisonment in 
the penitentiary. 

Increase of 5.63 Per Cent. 

The aggregate amount of assets of 
the national banks increased during 
the year approximately $553,258,000, or 
5.68 per cent. Loans and discounts, 
the biggest item in a bank’s resources, 
increased only 3.59 per cent in the face 
of an average ten-year increase of 6.52 
per cent. Individual deposits, repre- 
senting 53 per cent of a bank’s liabili- 


| ties, reached thé highest point in his- 


tory September 1 last—$5,489,995,011. 
This high record, however, was an in- 
crease of only 6.69 per cent over the 
previous year, as compared with a 10 
year average of 7.49. 

The banking power of the nation, in- 
cluding the operations of every bank— 
national, state and private—is esti- 
mated by the comptroller at $21,334,- 
456,790, an increase during the year of 
$285,212,407, or over 12 per cent.: The 
total banking capital is estimated at 
$2,032,411,085 and the total deposits at 
$16,514,730,361. 

The net earnings of the national 
banks during the fiscal year ended June 
30 last were $156,985,513, from which 
dividends were paid to the amount of 
$114,685,412, or 11.38 per cent on the 
capital, and 6.83 per cent on the com- 
bined capital and surplus. 

Only three national banks were 
placed in the hands of receivers dur- 
ing the year ended October 81. 


Geld in Unitew States. 

The United States holds the greatest 
stock of gold and silver in the world, 
according to statistics submitted by Mr. 
Murray, for the calendar year 1910. 
The total aggregate of gold in posses- 
sion of the principal countries was 
$6,604,100,000, of . which the United 
States held $1,710,000,000, or ,26 per 
cent of the total. The total supply of 
silver was $2,599,500,000, this country’s 
share being $729,500,000, or 28 per cant. 

Mr. Murray recommends that federal 
or State corporations holding stock in 
national banks be made liable to as- 
sessment as shareholders. He also 
asks congress to extend to ten years 
the statute of. limitations for the pros- 
ecution of offenses under the national 
banking laws.

When Rudolph Blankenburg, reform

Miss Graham cried as Mr. Jordan 
told his vivid story of how Stokes, as 
he said, drove Miss Graham to attempt 
her own life, and became hysterical 
when the attorney concluded his ad- 


dress. 


Tomorrow it is expected the girl will 
go on the stand and tell her story. 

Mr. Jordan began by introducing 4 
letter of Miss Graham to Miss Con- 
rad, in which she told of her inten- 
tion to end her life because of “this 
man Stokes.” “He made me suffer,” 
the letter continued. “‘He’s very cold- 
blooded and heartless, and refused me 


a paltry $500.” 


Taking up the shooting, Mr. Jordan 
declared that “Mr. Stokes went to the 
girl’s apartments resolved to regain 
possession of his letters to Miss Gra- 
ham at any cost. He attempted to 
choke Miss Graham,” he _ said, “and 
then she shot him.”

Been Taken Up With Russia. 
Dispatch of Troops to Mex- 
.jcan Border. Discussed. 


Washington, December 7.—In_ the 
second oOne-topic message he has sent 
to -congress during the three days of 
the present session, President Taft re- 
viewed the relations of the United 
States with foreign governments dur: 
ing the past year. In this message the 
gresident gave the first official expla- 
nation of the. post haste movement of 
20,000 federal troops to Mexico nine 
months ago; urged the United States 
to ratify the general arbitration. trea- 
ties with Great Britain and France and 


‘the conventions with Nicaragua and 


Honduras, and suggested legislation 
that he declared would strengthen this 
nation’s world trade ‘and position 
among the other powers. The message 
was read in congress today. 

On two subjects included under “For- 
eign Relations” the president spoke 
only in brief fashion. He informed 
congress of the conferences bégun by 
American Ambassador Guild at: St. Pe- 


tersburg in regard to the question of 


passports in Russia for American Jews 
and explained that after the Christmas 
holidays he expected to send a special 
message on this subject. Although not 
brought out in today’s message, it was 
understood that the brief mention of 
the arbitration treaties will be followed 
by a special message to the senator be- 
fore which they are pending, urging 
at length their ratification. 
The Passport Question, 

The president’s reference to the pass- 
port question was added after the oth- 
er parts of the message had been writ- 
ten. 

“By direction of the state depart- 
ment,” it read, “our ambassador to 
Russia has recently been having a se- 
ries of conferences with the minister of 
foreign affairs of Russia with a view to 
securing a clearer understanding and 
construction of the treaty of 1832,be- 
tween’ Russia and the United States, 
and the modification of any existing 
Russian regulations which may be 
fcund to interfere in any way with the 
full recognition of the rights of Amer- 
ican citizens under the treaty. I be- 
lieve that the government of Russia is 
addressing itself seriously to the trea- 
ty and that sufficient progress has 
been made to warrant the continuance 
of these conferences, in the hope that 
there may be soon removed any justi- 
fication of the complaints of treaty via- 
lation now prevalent in this country. I 
expect that immediately after the 
Christmas recess I shall be able to 
make a’ further communication to con- 
gress on this subject.” ; 

Aside from his review of the world’s 
history for the past year, in which the 
United States particularly figures, the 
president, recommends to congress the 
following explanation: 

The enactment of a law providing for 
the fulfillment of obligations assumed 
by the United States in connection with 
the settlement of the fur-seal contro- 
versy; the passage of a law to forbid 
the carriage of opium and other “habit- 
forming drugs’ in interstate commerce, 
the formation of a central erganization 
in the nature of a national chamber of 
-ommerce that would keep all such or- 
ganizations in touch with commercial 
development abroad, and the enactment 
into law of executive regulations pro- 
viding for advancement in the diplo- 
matic and consular service upon a mer- 
it basis instead of thorough political 
preferment. ;

the First Time Since 1857. 
Scene Presented Was One of 
Splendor. 


“Delhi, India, December 7.—One hun- 
dred and:one guns roared out in im- 
perial salute here today, welcoming 
to Delhi the king-emperor and queen- 
empress on their arrival from Bombay 
for the Durbar. 

Entering the city through the king's 
gate, opened for e first time since 
4857, when the king of Delhi went to 
public worship, the rulers’ gaze was 
arresteqd by a picture of splendor, in 
which ran the rich, erotic colors of 
the Orient against a brilliant back- 
ground of western hues. 

The scene first unfoldeg at the rail- 
road station in the selingarh bastion 
of the fort. At dawn this became the 
mecea for those of the coronation camp 
and the city. 

Equipages which vied with each 
other in splendor passed along roads 
crowded with Indian princes, military 
officers and government officials and 
streams of natives went the same way. 

The route to the Durbar camp was 
lined alternately by British and Indian 
regiments. , 

In providing guards of honor and 
escorts native troops were also given 
an equal share with British soldiers. 
King-Emperer and Queen-Empress. 

The king-emperor and the queen- 
empress were received on the elabor- 
ately decorated platform by the vice- 
roy, the governors and heads of prov- 
inces, the commander-in-chief.and a 
number of high military and civil offi- 
clals. a 

After a series of presentations their 
majesties proceeded to a pavilion with- 
in a wall of the fort, where 150 rwWling 
chiefs were introduced. This _ bril- 
liant ceremony, with its gorgeous dis- 
Plax of jewels and richly-colored gar- 
ments, occupied considerable’ time. 
Meanwhile the provincial legislators 
had gathered on the ridge by the Dur- 
bar camp to greet the royal party. 

Then began the great procession to 
the camp, 4 miles away. Throughout 
India a holiday had been decreed and 
great numbers of natives had gather- 
eq to get a glimpse of their emperor 
and empress. They formed a striking 
background to the gorgeously uni- 
formed procession, which was headed 
with lancers with bands playing. Then 
came the herald, in silk and golg ta- 
bard emblazoned with the royal coat 
of arms, and sixteen British and na- 
tive trumpeters, all mounted on black 
chargers. Next followed the native 
escort of the viceroy, in scarlet and 
gold, prefeding the imperial ‘cadet 
corps, composed entirely of princes 
and their sons. Their majesties and 
the viceroys’ suits succeeded. 

As Their Majesties Approached. 

As their majesties approached the 
command to present arms was passed 
along the line of troops, European 
spectators took off their hats and the 
natives, bent deep toward the ground. 
The king-emperor, the queen-empress 
ang the viceroy bowed right and left 
in acknowledgement.

Conditions Were Different. 

When the bridge was built nearly 
twenty years ago the conditions were 
such that ity was necessary to provide 
underpasses by which fhe railroad 
yards could be reached. At that time 
there was only one narrow driveway 
to the freight depot of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, and that was 
from the west end of Wall street from 
Peachtree to Forsyth’ street. This 
driveway was too narrow to allow ve- 
hicles to go both ways. Since then 
the Western and Atlantic freight depot 
has been moved and traffic has fbreatly 
increased over .the Forsyth street 
bridge. When the bridge was built it 
was necessary to provide for the un- 
derpasses, 

Traffic Greatly Increases. 

Now, the city hag become convinced 
that all of the bridge should be used 
for overhead traffic. The railroad offi- 
cials admit that something should be 
done to relieve the situation and are 
ready and willing to co-operate with 
the city. 

The city engineer states that at the 
time the bridge was built the right 
of the railroad for a continuation of 
a street crossing at Forsyth street had 
to be considered and even now the 
railroads have a legal right to demand 
that either the underpasses be Kept 
open or some other plan be found by 
which the yards can be entered. 

The whole matter is being given 
eareful consideration and a satisfac- 
tory agreement will doubtless soon be 
reached,

Atlanta and “The Girl.” 

“Tl am considering just what Atlanta 
people will think of the music of ‘The 
Girl of the Golden West,’”’ said an At- 
lanta man recently, whose love of 
music is so Sincere that he anticipated 
long ago the coming of the Savage 
production Saturday by securing the 
score for himself, and studied it out 
on his own piano. 

“The music is brutal That is as 
near as [ can come:to a descripfion 
of it. Reminiscent it is at. times of 
‘Butterfly,’ which we know here s80 
well, and of ‘Manon,’ but ith little 
of the suavity of either. Properly 809, 
of course, since the theme, the whole 
action of the opera of western life is 
so far removed from the character of 
the other two. 

“& bigger, broader dramatic sense 
conceived ‘The Girl,” marking mitrely 
another phase inthe development of 
the composer, and I am as curious to 
study the local attitude towards the 
opera; to see whether the fuller dra- 
matic element, the artistic ingenuity 
of the later work will compensate 
Atlanta music-lovers for the more 
syrup-like charm of ‘Butterfly’ as I 
ath eager to hear the opera itself. 

“There is nolack of romantic beauty 
in the music. In fact, there are such 
instances superior to anything Puc- 
cinit did in ‘Butterfly,’ but ‘The Girl’ 
is not teeming with sweetness long 
drawn out. The predominance of such 
an element would be as incongruous 
in the later opera as the rugged music 
which is intended to depict the primal 
passions of life in the undeveloped 
west, if it were used to depict the 
pathetic Japanese tragedy.” 

Polacco, who is a favorite conductor 
with Puccini himself, will give ariistic 
value to Saturday's production, and 
the unsparing completeness which is 
a characteristic of Savage  produc- 
tions, will round*out the interest of an 
event important musically and socially.

The platform and principles enun- 
ciated by*Hon, Joseph M.. Brown in his 
campaign for the gubSrnatorial nomi- 
nation were clear and well defined. 
First and above all he declared that 
the authority of the people had been 
usurped by a partisan, machine-ridden 
state executive committee and pledged 
the people to do his utmost to once 
more repose the sovereignty of the 
state in their hands. 

He insisted that the prohibition ques- 
tion was one which should be settled by 
an expression of the people of the state 
at the ballot box and not be continued 
from year to year as a political foot- 
ball Ly politicians seeking office. 

Governor Brown urged that each 
candidate for governor should pledge 
himself to the curbing of the “omnip- 
otent pardoning power” reposed in the 
chief executive. 

He insisted that the people of the 
state shoyld be secure in their consti- 
tutional guarantee of the right to vote 
and wemt on record as opposing a pri- 
mary election system which would per- 
mit of political and partisan jugglery 
on the part of the state executive com-‘ 
mittee. 

He pledged himself in the event of 
his eleetion to recommend to the legis- 
lature a general primary election law 
which would establish a fixed method 


for the choice of governor and state 
house officers so that the same system 
of, election might apply year in and 
year out. 

He also promised to urge the general 
assembly to enact a law that would 
establish as a permanency the county 
unit system in state primaries; a fixed 
date on which the delegates elected by 
the people to formulate their views 
should assemble in state convention, 
and took the position that the state it- 
self should pay for the expenses of the 
primary election. 

Frequently in the past the ex-govern- 
or has contended that the enlargement 
of the railroad commission and the.cre- 
ation of the office of special attorney 
to that body was for the purpose of 
paying political debts, 

Together with the above platform 
Governor Brown made of his candidacy 
a protest against the “steam roller’ 
action of the 1910 convention in which 
the majority refused any sort of recog- 
nition te the minority, although the 
majority and the minority were sepa- 
rated by a bare 4,000 votes in the 
statewide primary. 

Governor Brown boldly rebuked the 
action of the state executive commit- 
tee in declining to order a primary for 
the election of @ United States senator 
to succeeg to an unexpired term.

The Work of Convicts. 
(Editorial in Collier’s,) 
The Wisconsin state. prison still 
clings to the contract system of pris- 
en iabor, discarded in many States, 
We have a notice from the board of 
control announcing that the labor of 
three hundred men will on December 
& be let for five years, together with 
a factory building, rent free and tax 
free; also heat, ligkt and power free; 
also armed guards and keepers, who 
will guarantee that the men will re- 
port promptly for work every morn- 
ing, never gO on spree or strike, nev- 
er demand higher wages, shorter hours 
. At present 
the state is getting 65 cents.a day for 
each man rented under these terms 
from the Paramount Knitting Company 
end it is Iikely that the successful 
bidder on December -5 will get them 
for approximately the same price. The 
prison of Wisconsin shows an annual 
deficit of about $30,000, while its 
neighbor, the state prison of Minne- 
sota, with the same number of inmates, 
manages to clear a profit of about 
$200,000 a year for the state from its 
binder-twine plant alone. The farm- 
ers of Wisconsin have fought the con- 
tractors for years in the hope of es- 
tablishing a binder-twine plant in the 
prison. Until 1907 the lobby of the 
Binder Twine Trust and of the con- 
tractors managed to keep matters in 
their own hands, but in that year the 
legislature appropriated $150,000 for 
the erection of a plant. A building 
was put up and two years later the 
next session was appealed to for an 
appropriation for machinery and work- 
ing capital. After acrimonious debate 
the appeal was refused and the. project 
went to sleep, It reawakened in-1911, 
when the closing hours of session saw 
an appropriation of $400,000 to put the 
scheme in operation. Now that the 
plant, capital and machinery are as- 
sured, the board offers contracts for 
another five years. The binder plant 
is far from an ideal solution, but hbet- 
ter than the contract plan. Some states 
have already taken a step forward in 
making arrangements by which labor 
in the prison produces materia! needed 
in all departments of the government 
—-the prison itself, the charitable in- 
stitutions, the police and fire depart- 
ments and all the other branches, It 
igs necessary everywhere to work oui 
a plan by which the criminal shall bs 
kept employed, the state saved from 
the expense of his keeping, his family 
receive the benefit of what !abor he 


does beyond the amount that pays for 


his support, his character be improved 
his ability to earn a living be increased 
and outside labor be protected from 
undesfrable competition. 


Railroads Guide Airmen. 


A peculiar feature of the progress 
of aviation in the United States has 
developed during the past few months 
in the mé@re or less absolute depend- 
ence of the airmen essaying trans- 
continental flights on the railroads. 
This refers not alone.to the necessary 
transportation of supplies and spare 
parts from place to place, but to the 
usefulness of the tracks as guides to 
the men in the air.

New York, December 7.—Movement 
of prices on the stock exchange today 
sO nearly duplicated ‘those of the 


market appeared to have fallen deep 
into a rut. Trading was listless ani 
without initiative from any dquai.er 
during most of the session. The undar- 
tone was heavy and some issues were 
decidecly weak, Toward the clos3 ibe 
bears repeated their tactics of earlier 
days of the week, bringing the session 
to an end with a sharp attack which 
depressed prices generally. Among the 
active stocks Union Pacific, Reading, 
Lehigh Valley and Amalgamated Cop- 
per were forced a point or more below 
ibe previous day’s logs. 

Traders said that the market's ap 
pearance of heaviness not only today, 
but during the earlier part of the 
week, probably was due in part of 
liquidation of speculative holdinss by 
interests which took into consi lera- 
tion the prospects of a long session of 
congress. Another factor which was 
taken into consideration was the prob- 
@ble effect of January 1 financia)] set- 
tlement in restricting buying on a 
iarge scale. 

Maintenance of the call money rate 
at the higher figures which have pre- 
vaillej since the beginning of the week 
was regarded as an important factor 
in g¢ .verning trading. Interests which 
have been committed to the bull side 
construed the firmness of the money 
market as pointing to a lessening of 
accommodations which in itself prob- 
ably led to some Hquidation of specu- 
lative accounts. The ruling rat+ for 
call funds was 4% per cent. Althodugh 
some loans were placed at as high a 
rate as 5% percent.

PROBATION WORK 

TO BE ENLARGED 
Success of OS ee Has Been 
| - Remarkable in Last 


« Year. 


Enlargement and development of the 
adult probation department will be 
asked. for 1912 by Probation Officer 
Coogler when he submits his annual 
report to the chief of police. 

Two assistants for the investigation 
of the merits of cases and complaints, 
a stenographer and a card system of 
keeping the records, is declared nec- 
essary if the work is to grow and re- 
ceive the attention that it should. It 
‘is proposed te investigate cases be- 
fore they are docketed for trial, and 
to assist in reducing the numvper of 
arrests, about which there has been so 
much complaint, as suggested by 
Judge Broyles to the board of police 
commissioners. 

“I have ‘more valls than can possi- 
bly, be attended to, and there are many 
which have never been investigated,” 
said Mr. Coogler yesterday. “Visiting 
houses, looking up the men, securing 
positions, attending to the records and 
reports and other duties of the office 
take up many hours daily, and I can 
only answer the most important ones, 
when all need attention.” 

Constructive Work. 

The reports of the department this 
year will show the most constructive 
side of work done in the police de- 
partment. It is a record of reclama- 
tion instead of punisnment. 

The most interesting item—which is 
drawn from the biggest feature of MF. 
Coogler’s work—is the $5,0v0 or more 
that has been paid by husbands io 
their families after weekg or months 
of neglect and abandonment. Such 
money is*paid to Mr. Coogler. weekly, 
and finds its way to where it is neeu- 
ed, instead of being spent in saloons. 
In many instances such an agreement 
with the probation officer has saved 
the husband imprisonment and _ the 
family from the divorce court. 

More than 500 cases, as reported 
from the recorder’s court or by inter- 
ested parties, have been handled by 
Mr. Coogler in additien to cases which 
have come through other sources. More 
than 90 per cent of these, by actual 
record, have turned out satisfactori:y 
and the men are doing well. 

Another interesting feature of the 
work is the caring for tramps and 
homeless wanderers who reach the 
city. When willing to work and when 
they tell a truthful story, they are 
turned over to Mr. Coogler and are 
cared for at the Christian Helpers’ 
More than 200 this year have 
been saved from imprisonment, which 
would turn them out no better off 
than before, and have been put on 
their feet again. 

A Remarkable Case. 

‘I recall one man who came to me 
penniless, sick, unable to work,” said 
Mr. Coogler. “That was last February. 
He received medical attention and was 
slowly recuperating, when one day I 
had a call from a lady on West Peach- 
tree street who wanted her back yard 
cleaned out. The man took the job. He 
showed a knowledge of flowers and 
gardening and rapidly earned money. 
That was in February. He left me in 
June to go back to his mother up 
north. He was well -dressed, had a 
railroad ticket and was carrying her 
$80 which he had saved. One case like 
that 1s worth—what?”’ 

Other items of the report take up 
the probation of inebriates, idlers and 
other features of the work.

For Aid in Controversy With/ 


Russia—-Appeal Read 
in Congress. ~ 


Washington, December 7.—An ap- 
peal from the Persian people to the 
congress of the United States for aid 
4nd sympathy in their controversy 
with Russia, threatening their inde- 
pendence, was read today in the house 
of representatives. It asked aid con- 
sistent with Persia’s dignity and inde- 
pendence. 

The appeal, a cablegram in French 
from Teheran, was read in that lan- 
guage by Representative Estopinal, of 
Louisiana, who later read the trans- 
lation in English. 

The appeal was referreg to the for- 
eign affairs committee. The appeal 
follows: 

“The ultimatum of the Russian gov- 
ernment, threatening our independ- 
ence, having been rejected with ape 
accord by a country which, jealous of 
its liberty, tries to preserve it at any 
price, the Russian government would 
impose it upon us by armed force. 

“Our one defense is, perhaps, that 
having understood the necessity of a 
regime and wishing to enter upon an 
era of reform and organization and 
also convinced of our perfect innocence 
of not being guilty of any aggres- 
sive act, we appeal to the humani- 
tarian sentiment of the parliament of 
the United States in saying to them. 

“You, who have tasted the benefits 
of liberty, would you witness the fall 
of any people whose only fault was 
to sympathize with your system to 
gave its future? Would you suffer 
that Perssa should fall for having 
wished to preserve its antional dig- 
nity and for having understood the 
sentiments so dear to a free people? 
Trusting in the sentiment of honor 
and justice of the generous people of 
which you are their representative we 
are sure that our appeal will pene- 
trate directly to your ears and will 
gain for us your precious aid in a 
solution consistent with the dignity 
and independence of Persia.

December 7.—The rami- 
fications of the investigation of the 
sugar beet trust by the house investi- 
gating committee took it into the war 
between the sugar beet growers of 
Colotade and the Great Western Sugar 
Company today. Witnesses for the 
farmers insisted that the farmers were 
not getting their share of the profits 
of the sugar industry. 

James Bodkin, of Mead, Col., bitterly 
denounced the sugar refinery and its 
methods. He refused to retract state- 
ments previously made that the cheap- 
est kind of labor was transported from 
the slums of the cities to the fields. 

E. U. Combs, of Fort Morgan, Col., 
urged retention of the tariff. 

“Keep the tariff on and protect us 
from the interests,” said he, “and I will 
double the number of sugar refineries 
in Colorado in three years.” 

Mr. Combs, one of a committee of 
three sugar beet growers from his 
state, said that, as a rule, the farmers 
were hostile to the Great -Western 
Sugar Company. 

“We can raise enough sugar,” he said, 
“to supply the country. What we need 
is an assurance that the sugar inter- 
ests cannot squeeze us out,” 

Mr. Combs described the methods by 
which the sugar refineries stifle com- 
petition. He told of one independent 
refinery which failed because of lack 
of capital, caused by thé failure of a 
suger company official to advance 
money he had promised.

I want to say just a few last words 
before the openingwf the Great South- 
ern International Poultry Association 
meeting December 11 to .16, 1911. 
There is no reason under the sun why 
we should not have the greatest show 
ever held in America. The entries are 
now assured, all we now require is the 
attendance. Atlanta alone can fuynish 
this, and while we are grateful to them 
for their liberal support, yet we want 
to see every one interested in poul- 
try who can possibly come and you 
should even make some sacrifice to 
come. We confidently expect visitors 
from Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Florida, Alabama, Tennessee, 
Kentucky, Mississippi, Louisiana, Ar- 
Kansas and Texas. Of course, Georgia 
will send the largest contingent. 

The north and east will be represent- 
ed. They are coming down here to 
see how we do things, and incidental- 
ly pick up a few orders for stock and 
eggs, and more than likely some of 
the birds cooped in auditorium-armory 
next week will be found in the breed- 
ing pens of northern breeders next 
season. Like HMecker’s buckwheat ba- 
by, “They know a good thing when 
they see it.” 

This country today is on the forward 
march of improvement, the poultry 
world not excepted; so if you expect 
to march with the company and not 
simply ‘‘mark time” make all arrange- 
ments to be at the greatest ever at 
least one or two days next week. Ev- 
erybody and his neighbor will be there. 
Why not you? And now a last fore- 
word to those who are going to make 
their first exhibit: Wash your birds 
not later than Friday of this week, 
and for fear that you have not grasped 
the details, will run over it briefly 
again: 

All white breeds need to be washed 
before being sent to the show, and a 
Zreat many evén wash parti-colored | 
Now, if it eannot be done 
right, better not attempt it, for a 
poorly washed bird Jooks bum. The 
main thing fg to rinse all the soap out 
of- the feathers after washing, and 
there is where they fall down. 

The first thing to do is to prepare 
a room for the work, and start a good 
brisk fire in fireplace or stove. Re- 
move all unnecessary furniture, warm 
Plenty of clean water, and set three 
g00d-sized tubs in position around and 
close to the fire. You will need a good 
assistant, for many things will need 
attéfiding to that can't be done by one 

reson. First, have all the birds ready 

the room or just outside in coops 
to avoid delay, after having removed 
all the dirt on the feet, if there be 

y. 

Tub’ No. 1 should be filled half full 
of water, lukewarm, or near blood 
heat as possiblie. Put the bird gently 
into the water, holding it there either 
by the feet or by the sides of the 
body, hold the bird down in the water, 
partly immersed, and in a little while 
begin applying water with a good- 
Sized sponge. With this rub .the feath- 
ers with the web as they lay; you will 
find it a ver ydifficult job to get the 
feathers wet. After applying the 
Water with the sponge for a while 
then begin using the soap. Castile or 
Ivory soap is good. With free’ use of 
Water and soOap get the feathers all 
over—neck, breast, cushion, wings. 
tall, thighe—as wet and soapy as you 
can. Use the sponge freely, and wet 
and wash the feathers rigpt to the 
skin until you get all that dry and 
fluffy appearance out of them. Then 
they are properly wet. 

Continue rubbing with®the sponge 
and applying the soap, turning the 
feathers over and over and getting at 
the entire surface of every feather you 
can. By so doing you will get all the 
dirt out of the feathers and-the next 
step is to get out the soap. 

Tub No. 2 should be in waiting, 
half full of clean warm water, as be- 
fore. Here the bird is put, as in tub 
No. 1, and washed thoroughly so as to 
all the soap. After rubbing 
with sponge and using clean’ water 
tmage | take a dipper and keep pouring 
the Water out of the tub over the 
bird, letting it fall with alittle force 
from about a foot above the bird. This 
will part the feathers and cleanse 
them from the soap. 

Tub No. 3 should also be handy and 
in it some cold water with just as 
muoh blueing as your good wife uses 
for blueing the white clothes. Into 
this the bird is put as before and 
rinsea with the cold bluing water. The 
water shou!d be just cold enough to 
be chilly. The reason for this cold 
shower bath is for the same purpose 
that men take them afteg taking a 
plunge in a warm bath-—it prevents 
catching cold. After going through 
these three operations the bird is 
ready for drying.’ 

After taking the birg from No. 3 
put the bird on a board placed on t 
of the tub and by means of the hands 
equeeze all the water out of the 
feathers you possibly can. Remove 
the bird then to the top of a box or 
chair placed close to a good brisk fire 
and begin toweling it with warm dry 
towels 30 as to absorb all the moisture 
out of the feathers you can. After 
doing this so thoroughly that a dry 
towel will absorb but little moisture, 
place t birg in a coop near the fire, 
but not near :as to curl the feath- 
ers. or You wil! spot! them so that 
they cannot be remedied. If the work 
has been successful thus far little dit- 
ficulty will be experienced in getting 
the hirds dry and putting on the 
, touches. 
ig oo we will suppose the bird is 
nice and dry and that 
are free from soap. It is a difficult 
job to get the feathers wet and soapy, 
and a difficult gnme to get the svap 
out again. All that it requires to ac- 
complish both ia time and patience 
and gpod clean warm water. - But if 
on drying it is found that the feathers 
are sticky and do not open nicely, 
whick will not be the case if the work 
has been done ae in the first place, 
er lot of cleah warm 
water and rinse over again as before. 
And now for the final touches. ,A lit- 
le sweet gil applied to the legs will 
ighten them up and make them look 
x . The day of the show a little 
vinegar applied to the combs and wat- 
tles will redden them considerably and 
make a fine contrast wth clean plum- 
age and brigh} legs and beak. Look

This goes beyond the point of showing 
them in their natural condition, and 
the party doing it should be freely 
dealt with by the judge and asagcia- 
tion if found out.
